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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The IDS filed 
5-21-2008 has been reviewed. The prior art of record is considered relevant to 
applicant's disclosure. The prior art of record does not teach or suggest all of the 
limitations of the allowed claims. For example, Ehata(JP 60-239400) discloses a 
substrate held between a lamp heater supported by carbon bodies where the substrate 
is GaAs or InP(Abstract). Newly found reference Granneman et al (US 
2006/01 41 808A1) discloses a substrate held between two heated blocks in which the 
blocks are separated from the substrate a small distance(paragraphs 0029, 0033, and 
0054 and 0061). Tian et al (US 2007/01 081 95A1) discloses inductive heating of a 
substrate which may be SiC(paragraphs 0071 and 0072), but does not disclose the 
limitations of the allowed claims such as the contact with the susceptor and the carbon 
body, among other limitations.
